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TRUE SPIRITUAL RESURRECTION. 


An Inspirational Discourse, by W J. Col- 
ville, Delivered in San Diego, Sun- 
day, May 6, 1888. 


[Reported for the Golden Gate.) 

Having been particularly requested to 
dwell upon the true nature of the resurrec- 
tion, as set forth in the Bible and else- 
where, by our students wherever we have 
taken classes in Spiritual Science, and 
realizing that many people who are deeply 
interested in this subject rarely if ever 
attend a private or special class, while 
they are to be found in public audiences, 
and among the ranks of those who read 
the progressive literature of the day, we 
desire in this public manner to lay betore 
the community at large certain thoughts 
which we deem of vital importance to all 
who are seeking higher light on spiritual 
questions than can usually be obtained 
either from a literal rendering of Script- 
ure, or skeptical criticism of the sacred 
writings. 

The resurrection of Jesus from the dead 
is the corner-stone of Christianity; with- 
out it the whole system falls to pieces. 
By Christianity in this sense we of course 
mean that great religious system which 
prevails throughout that part of the world 
commanly called Christendom, not that 
excellence of character and amiability of 
disposition which many people are ac- 
customed to indiscriminately designate 
“t Christian,” 

Now, so intensely important a doctrine 
as that of the resurrection can not be sup- 
ported in any literal or external sense in the 
face of modern criticism. In its letter the 
doctrine is most surely doomed. It has 
long been dying, and is now almost, if 
not entirely, dead among earnest and 
liberal thinkers on the subject; but while 
in its letter it is rapidly becoming ob- 
solete, and will soon have to be regarded 
as an effete dogma, a product of ancient 
ignorance and medieval superstition, in 
its spirit it is revealing itself in a light 
always perceived by a few intuitive and 
clearly reasoning minds, but never until 
very recently beheld by the masses of 
mankind, unless it be in some remote 
period lost in the dim haze of legendary 
narrative which antedates the so-called 
“ historic period.” 

As an introduction to what we have to 
say concerning the resurrection of Jesus 
in particular, let us glance at a few of the 
numerous instances of resurrection from 
the tomb, or from death, recorded alike 
in the Old and New Testaments. The 
power to raise the dead, according to the 
Bible, is a gift bestowed upon all true 
prophets, whether under the Jewish or 
Christian dispensation. Elijah is said to 
have literally restored to life the beloved 
son of the hospitable woman at Zarephath, 
who entertained him at her home, and 
shared her scanty supply of provisions with 
him in a time of direful famine. Elisha, 
upon whom Elijah’s mantle fell, raised 
from the dead the son of a Shunamite 
woman who had shown kindness to him. 
Jesus raised Lazarus, the widow's son at 
Nain, Jairus’ daughter, and others, and 
in giving His final commission to the 
disciples who were to succeed Him in 
His ministry on earth after His disap- 
pearance from the plane of mortal per- 
ception, he declared that the works He 
had done they should likewise accom- 
plish, and even do greater works than 
any He had performed in consequence of 
His ascension to the Father. 

In the “ Acts of the Apostles” we are 
told of resurrections wrought by the divine 
gift bestowed upon the apostles very simi- 
lar to those already referred to. Now, in 
these cases of resurrection from the dead, 
if the literal sense be strictly adhered to, 
not only is there no positive proof of hu- 
man immortality offered, but we can 
scarcely behold even a faint intimation of 
the spiritual immortality of man. All 
these narratives are very popular with the 
Second Adventists and others who deny 
spiritual life, and affirm the necessity of a 
bodily resuscitation. Of course it would be 
quite possible, by means of not unfair or il- 
logical special pleading, to argue immortal- 
ity, from the fact of the spirit being recalled 
after it had left the form; still there are so 
many ways of escape from this conclusion 
without very much verbal juggling, that in 
common fairness we are bound to admit that 


the testimony on behalf of human immor- 
tality, furnished by such narratives, is un- 
satisfactory because uncertain, and where- 
ever antiquity prevails positive conviction 
is out of the question among close rea- 
soners. 

These physical resurrections, in the light 
of modern knowledge, are intensely in- 
teresting from a therapeutic standpoint, 
and are therefore really more important 
matters to medical men than totheologians, 
unless theologians are willing to return 
to their primitive and rightful position as 
healers of the body as well as the soul. 
Though it has always been the part of 
true theology to minister to sin-sick souls, 
it is none the less its province to minister 
with equal efficiency to beclouded minds 
and ailing frames; and because it has for 
centuries almost confined itself to one 
portion of its proper sphere, instead of 
working throughout that sphere, it has 
been not only severely reprimanded, but 
stoutly antagonized by utilitarians of every 
school, who can not see even the pro- 
spective advantages of a system which does 
not here and now demonstrate its bene- 
ficial influence upon mankind, even to 
the ultimates of physical expression. 

It is a singularly noticeable fact that 
priests and prophets in all ages have been 
healers of the sick. When James said in 
his epistle: “ If any sick among you let 
him call for the elders of the church,” he 
was but complying with a usage so an- 
cient that no student of antique customs 
can discover a period (say in ancient 
Egypt) when such practices were not con- 
stantly resorted to; indeed we very much 
doubt whether in olden times a priest or 
prophet would have been accepted by the 
people at all if he had not presented his 
credentials in this manner. To heal the 
sick, even to the extent of raising the 
seemingly dead, was one of the leading 
proofs of a spiritual vocation. Words 
and deeds had to go together, or a claim 
to spiritual fitness for an exalted station 
was not received as genuine. Of course 
it may always be argued by the materi- 
alistic school that the priests of old were 
versed in the knowledge of drugs, and, in 
spite of the mystery which surrounded 
their practice, they were really skillful 
physicians. This, of course, may be and 
is in a sense correct; but, notwithstanding 
all allowance which can be fairly made for 
this admission, the singular evidence of 
the prophet’s gift was that he could per- 
form works of healing far transcending 
the work done by the sherapeute, or 
medical men. 

In the days of Moses it appears that the 
manner of testing a true prophet, versus 


an ordinary magician, was at this very 
touchstone of his possessing or not pos- 
sessing the healing gift. Paraoh’s magi- 
cians, at a period when the court was one 
of infamy and despotism, could do as 
wonderful things as Moses. When mira- 
cles were under consideration, they could 
claim full equality with the great founder 
of Mosaism, but when it came to moving 
plagues from the land, Moses and the 
magicians differed, as light and darkness, 
night and day. The magicians could 
convert rods into serpents, and then turn 
the serpents back into rods; they could 
multiply frogs, locusts, and all manner of 
pests; they could afflict the bodies of men 
and cattle in a most mysterious and fear- 
ful way; they were complete masters of 
the black art, but the white art of healing 
was altogether beyond them. We must 
never forget that mere wonders are no 
evidence of the operation of divine power. 
Wonders of beneficence are required to 
attest the action of celestial force. 

That the physical body of man ought 
to be under the complete dominion of 
reason, intellect, and wsl, needs no 
argument, neither does it need an argu- 
ment to prove that intellect in its tum 
needs to bow before the moral sense. 
The three universally recognized principles 
in man, the animal, the intellectual, and 
the moral, must be rightfully subordinated, 
the one to the other, or harmony, which 
is wholeness, symmetry, or health, is im- 
possible. 

The superiority of mind to matter 
needs not to be argued; it is self-evident, 
as evident to the practical mechanic, or 
the potter who molds the clay, as to the 
most abstract metaphysician. That the 
higher should govern the lower, that our 
higher instincts should hold our lower 
passions in subjection, is admitted by 
Col. Ingersoll as much as by any ascetic; 
but with this difference, Ingersoll differs 
from the ascetic in his view of what con- 


stitutes the highest welfare of the race. 

Now, it stands to reason that as all 
material achievements are wrought by the 
power of intelligence, or, in other words, 
by mental and moral action; as it is 
beyond cavil that in order to subdue 
the material world, man must at least 
liberate his reason from the chains of 
passion, it inevitably follows that the more 
perfect mastery one gains over one’s own 
lower impulses, the greater will be one’s 
influence for good upon one’s neighbors. 

It needs no argument to prove that if 
one can remove a heavy stone from be- 
fore one’s own door, he has sufficient 
strength to remove a stone of similar 
weight and proportions from another's 
door, if he have but liberty to use that 
strength on a neighbor's behalf, while if 
he is too weak to roll away a rock which 
bars the entrance to his own domicile, he 
can not possibly remove one of equal 
size from some one else’s door. 

We can not impart what we do not pos- 
sess; the more we have the more we can 
bestow; but at the same time nothing is 
truer than that the best and readiest way 
of learning is to teach what we do know, 
and thus put ourselves in the true way of 
learning more, while the surest way to 
receive abundantly 1s to give treely to the 
utmost extent of our ability. 

* Medical science is avowedly experi- 
mental. The highest medical testimony 
proves that while there are multitudes of 
open questions, there are very few set- 
tled ones among the medical fraternity. 
Joseph Cook declared, in Boston some 
years ago, in Tremont Temple, before a 
very large audience, on the occasion of 
his memorable discourses on probation in 
death, in opposition to the theory of proba- 
tion after death which he was combating, 
that an infallible test of death had not been 
discovered by modern scientists, and that 
a large reward would gladly be placed in 
the hands of any one who could furnish 
the colleges with such infallible test as 
they stood in need of. 

Now, if a champion of orthodox Christ- 
tianity makes such a statement as this, 
and it can scarcely be refuted, what proof 
is there, we ask, that any one of the per- 
sons raised to life again by Jewish prophets, 
Christian apostles, or the Christ Himself, 
were really dead? Medical opinion would 
doubtless be that they were in a stupor; 
buried in a trance, or something of the 
kind comparatively unusual, but by no 
mean unprecedented. You have all read 
and heard doubtless with much interested 
wonder of many persons rising from their 
graves after interment, and to raise the 
seemingly dead, even those already buried, 
would be less a wonder in a hot country 
than in a cold one, and still less wonderful 
at a time when epidemics being prevalent, 
interment in the case follows almost im- 
mediately upon the supposition that breath 
has left the body. 

The statement that Lazarus had been 
buried four days would, of course, in that 
particular instance, add greatly to the 
marvel of his restoration, but even in that 
case it could scarcely be said that the 
wonder was unparalleled. The simplest 
exposition, by far the most reasonable, 
practical, and helpful one, is that these 
narratives have probably been culled from 
an immense mass of ancient testimony to 
the efficacy of direct spiritual healing 
after all external measures had proved 
futile. 

The author of the Fourth Gospel ends 
his record by saying that if everything 
which took place at the time concerning 
which he wrote had been recorded, the 
collection of manuscripts would have been 
so great that the world could hardly con- 
tain them, thereby leading us at once to 
infer that only sample illustrations were 
given, testifying toan exuberant outpouring 
of the spirit extending throughout Judea, 
and doubtless elsewhere, astounding the 
populacy, arousing the bitterest ire and in- 
dignation of interested parties whose for- 
tune was derived from monopolistic enter- 
prises, and generally proving to the popu- 
lace that even for bodily ailments there was 
a cure unknown to the practioners of the 
prevailing schools of medicine. 

It is impossible to vouch for the ac- 
curacy of all the details of these narratives; 
they are often more or less romantic in 
their style; they may even be parables, 
but whatever they are, they afford a close 
insight into the actual occurrences of that 
age. To say that they are not original, 
to state even that they came from Egypt, 
by no means disposes of them, because 
facts of such a nature can not depend 


upon time and place, but upon nature 
and degree only. 

If such things can be, if they ever 
were, they can be now, provided we learn 
to comply with necessary requirements 
for their production; their place in the 
Bible gives them a historic base in the 
minds of men, and makes them capable 
of stimulating hope and inquiry, if 
not positive faith, in the minds of the 
millions the world over who read them. 
We can safely leave them in their literal 
sense as challenges to modern disciples of 
truth to put the Master’s theory into 
practice, and learn by the three-fold 
agency of faith, prayer, and abstinence 
to accomplish for suffering humanity to- 
day benefits as great as any that occurred, 
from a complete surrender of sense to 
spirit, ages ago in far off countries. 

But it is not with the letter of these 
narratives, interesting and profitable 
though it be, that we are most particu- 
larly concerned, for through the dimness 
of the letter beams the everlasting bright- 
ness of the spirit; and while the letter 
breaks when too hardly strained, and fails 
to justify itself to human reason in some 
particulars, the spirit to which the letter 
is often sacrificed, but which is never sac- 
rificed for the sake of the letter, bursts 
upon us with a refulgence so glorious that 
we cease to care whether the letter is ac- 
curate or not, so satisfied do we become 
with the kernel of truth after we have 
broken the shell in which it has been so 
long enclosed. 

Whatever phenomenal Spiritualists may 
say to the contrary, the evidences of hu- 
man immortality are, in their final analysis, 
totally subjective; and when we say this, 
we do not fora moment intend to repu- 
diate or disparage such objective proofs of 
spiritual action over material things as may 
be necessary to conduct the doubting 
mind, immured in sordid materiality, step 
by step out of the darkness of material- 
ism into the light of true and abiding 
Spiritualism. We do, however, most em- 
phatically declare that phenomenal evi- 
dences of spiritual power over mortal 
things are only means to an end—useful 
and necessary means in many instances, 
means to be honored and not despised, 
but still only means—the end not being 
attained till the means are no longer 
needful. 

If all Spiritualists, metaphysicians, 
Swedenborgians, and others would but 
compare notes and be reasonable on this 
point, a grand, united army of spiritual 
workers could at once be found to storm 
the citadels of error, and let in the light 
of truth to multitudes of darkened minds. 
But just so long as blind and bigoted an- 
tagonisms are inflamed by hot-headed 
partisans of a particular view of truth, 
and people who see from one point of 
view only, and persist in maintaining that 
what they see is all the truth there is to 
see; so long, we say, as such people are 
to the fore in any movement, whatever 
name and proportions it may assume, that 
much to be desired harmony. and genuine 
Spiritual co-operation of scattered forces 
so sorely needed in the present juncture 
of human affairs can never be consum- 
mated. One side denies phenomena, 
calls it all fraudulent, delusive, or debas- 
ing; the other side extols it beyond all 
reasonable limits, even to the extent of 
denying the very existence of the end to 
which, if usetul, it must of necessity lead. 

The New Testament presents to us the 
golden mien, and so do all rational teach- 
ers who are at the same time what all 
rational people should be, eminently spir- 
tual, In the accounts furnished by the 
evangelists ot the resurrection of Jesus, 
we have, when we take only a literal view, 
many reasons for doubt. ‘Thomas Paine, 
in his “Age of Reason,” has borne un- 
witting testimony to the spiritual sense, 
which he evidently did not perceive, when 
he positively ridicules the account as it 
stands literally. 

The story is that Jesus expired physi- 
cally on the cross on a Friday afternoon, 
and that certain women remained at the 
foot of the cross till all was over. They 
saw their Master's dead body removed 
from the cross, or at all events they saw 
him during the very latest moments of his 
earthly existence. Not more than forty 
hours later, very early before daybreak 
the following Sunday morning, they were 
at the tomb, which they found empty, 
and when these same women, especially 
Mary Magdalene, saw the risen Jesus, and 
held a conversation with him, she had no

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Facts and Fragments.

I have seen a slow but steady improve- 
ment in the treatment Spiritualism re- 
ceives from the outside world when com- 
paring it with the condition of a quarter 
of a century ago. As its numbers have 
increased and become a great multitude 
of people, including men of reputation, 
there is a growing respect for it, and the 
secular press, more than it did, treats it 
more fairly,—or a great many of the pa- 
pers do. Still, even to-day, after it has 
stood the jeers and criticisms of forty 
years, and after it has been exploded so 
many times, and still lives, moves and has 
its being as a great truth, it is still below 
par,—using street language,—at a dis- 
count, and counted by many as a “wild 
cat” security. Still, if below par in the 
busy world, it stands higher than it did. 
Its improvement, as we have said, has 
been slow and gradual;—noticeable when 
looked at from decade to decade, and 
more so than in daily or yearly observa- 
tions. 

There was a time, when, if one asked 
me where I attended church, I was more 
apt to say I was a Parkerite than a Spirit- 
ualist, fearing depreciation in acknowl- 
edgement, though I was as firm a believer 
as I am now. I have got grandly over 
that weakness, and all who know me, and 
many who don’t, know I ama Spiritualist. 
Still, even to-day, how many people who 
have a knowledge of our truth, are apt to 
make excuse, if they have a spiritual pa- 
per in their hands, who are as happy in 
the belief as Iam, and who are more in- 
clined to call themselves investigators and 
seekers, rather than acknowledging them- 
selves out-and-out Spintualists. There 
have been some black sheep in our flock, 
as a matter of course; some frauds that 
have tarnished the reputation of genuine 
manifestations with the superficial and in- 
different community, but sifted down, 
there has been a hundred supposed frauds 
to one actual fraud, and the worst thing in 
that connection has been to make Nico- 
demuses instead of disciples, or, as the 
Rev. Mr. Savage said, when speaking of 
the magnitude of this spiritual movement: 
“t Then there are also thousands of silent 
believers who do not like to be called 
knaves or fools, and so keep still about it. 
Like Nicodemus, they come by night, lest 
they be cast out of the synagogue.” Or, 
as we would say to-day, for fear they will 
lose their mental and social standing. 

I feel that this timidity has been a pity, 
still I do not know as I really blame peo- 
ple for being a little reserved on the sub- 
ject. I feel very sure it would have been 
for my worldly interests if I had rolled my 
belief as a sweet morsel under my tongue, 
and said and wrote less; but alas, there 
are mistakes that never can be rectified, 
and I am suffering the consequences. We 
all see how hard it is for a new truth to 
get a position, and all we can say is, we 
are slowly getting it, and, being a truth 
that the world needs, the time will come 
when no one will be ashamed to own their 
connection with it, and will do so as read- 
ily as they would if being Methodists, 
orthodox or Unitarians; and the papers, 
also, whether believers, editorially or 
otherwise, will, for their own interests, 


articles of respect, which the papers are 
inclined to print as a tribute to the growth 
of the spiritual movement. Eliminating 
the garnish from these sensational reports, 
I have no hesitation in saying, and even 
in proving, that the mediums are much 
honester than the raiders. 
a 

I do not write this fragment to contra- 
dict the preceding one, for, asI in that 
said and still say, the outside feeling mani- 
fested by the secular press is more respect 
ful to Modern Spiritualism than it once 
was. There seems to be connected 
with many of the papers in this city re- 
porters who are opposed to this truth, and 
manifest it when opportunity offers. Sev- 
eral of these reporters are interested with 
these raiders, and so are found, one at 
least, at every raid to write up a garnished 
report for the next day’s paper. They 
have been in every case sensational re- 
ports, and not statements of facts. 

Now in all these raids during the past 
year or two on Mrs. Ross, Mrs. Fairchild, 
the Berry sisters, Mrs. Fay, Mrs. Bliss, 
and now Mrs. Cowan, not a confederate 
has been found, seen, or caught, nor has 
one of the above named been proved a 
fraud. Investigation has proved this 
positive statement, and I can prove all I 
say. The above named mediums for 
materialization are all what they claim to 
be, honest mediums, giving genuine spirit 
manifestations, and are more reputable, 
honest and respectable than a majority of 
this raiding party are, as I have had oc- 
casion to say before by word and pen. 
Many of these raiders are ‘‘ bad eggs,” 
and knowing most of the party, I can 
truly say I do not know one who is more 
respectable than most any of these raided 
ladies. 

The Boston /ferald, which has been 
very polite to me in printing many of my 
articles favoring Modern Spiritualism dur- 
ing the past year, has lately printed four 
columns with sensational headings about 
an ‘‘exposure of the Cowans.” Three col- 
umns of this article are wholly sensational; 
have no reference to the Cowans, but is 
an account of other things and other times; 
mostly about old raids. As if a relation 
of facts, almost wholly untrue, and proba- 
bly had been written a day or two and 
ready for an emergency, and when the 


Cowans were disturbed, this stale infor- 
mation got printed as a setting, or send 
off, for the late news of this exposure of 
the Cowans, which was comparatively a 
short article tacked on to the three 
columns of stale, but sensational matter, 
and false from beginning to end. The 
Herald printed a short atonement in its 
next issue without any sensational head- 
ings, however, which, short as it was, 
proves all I have said of the four-column 
article. Reading the addendum of it 
about the Cowans, one sees that a spirit 
was grapped “which proved to be flesh 
and blood,” and some one or two con- 
federates were discovered in the cabinet, 
when the real facts were these, (and the 
short atoning article endorses what I say) 
one of the raiders grabbed a spirit; there 
is complete evidence that it vanished at 
once, and so instead of being flesh and 
blood, it must have been a spirit manifes- 
tation. Probably the grabber felt, as was 
the fact, a materialized form, which was— 


“ Like a snow fall in a river, 
One moment white, then lost forever.” 


And he called it flesh and blood, and I 


respect it as they do any religious sect. 
One can see already a marked improve- 
ment in their notices of its meetings or an- 
niversaries, both in respect and in length. 
There seems to be a growing disposition 
not to offend. A multitude of people will 
command the respect even of the time 
serving, even if the belief is of no interest 
to them. 

To some extent this respect is forced, 
perhaps altogether so, and aversion thus 
pent up by self-interest, explodes when 
opportunity offers. Some frauds detected, 
or supposed so, and we see one or two 
sensational columns of exposures garnished 
to suit the opposition, while a quarter or 
a third of a column can hardly be spared 
for tke real truth. Ina word, the secular 
papers do not favor it, are generally upon 
the adverse side, and will continue to 
be until it becomes popular; but, as we 
have said, it commands now more re- 
spectful attention than it did, with an 
occasional explosion to take the curse off 
of moderate and strained respect. 

Madam Diss Debar seems to have com- 
manded great attention; but with Lawyer 
Marsh Spiritualists know that she is a great 
medium, but, commercially speaking, a 
bad woman. Her paintings may be 
daubs, or may be works of art; that 
is not the point, but are they superhuman 
or spirit works? A daub by any invisible 
intelligence is of more value than a work 
of art by a mortal, at least in this connec- 
tion. Madam Diss Debar is in the re- 
portorial field, first, as a fraud, and second, 
as a reflection on the spiritual manifesta- 
tions generally. Some papers also have 
printed columns about exhibitions of tog- 
gery taken from cabinets; certainly a 
grand and discreditable showing if they 
had been taken from the cabinets in 
in this city as stated. I have looked into 
this thing very thoroughly, and do not 
believe a single piece was thus taken; 
but there was perfect evidence that some 
have been carried by the raiders there, 
for the purpose of giving a wrong impres- 
sion, and I have no doubt such has been 
the fact in every case.

carried him to the station. But he was 
immediately bailed, and appearing the 
next day at court, the judge, after hearing 
all the statements, discharged him as not 
having done anything illegal. So it will 
be seen that in this city, as elsewhere, a 
man has a right to defend and protect his 
wife in his own house, and the chances 
are now that somebody will be killed one 
of these days; and some have wished it 
had happened to some of these raiders, 
or the valiant man that hired them. 

Not to make this fragment too long, 
I will just refer to Dr. Whitney’s letter, 
printed in the Hera/d.

He saw the 
whole of the disturbance, and talked with 
three of the policemen, whose names 
were printed in this letter of Dr. Whit- 
ney’s, but I have forgotten them, but can 
get them if needed.

The “Unspeakable Turk.” 


The “ unspeakable Turk” has been a 
delicious morsel for Christian lips to turn 
over ever since the stigmata was affixed 
by the truly pious Gladstone, who gave 
the expletive birth when attacking Dis- 
raeli’s Turkish policy of saving Turkey 
from the spoliation of the more “ un- 
speakable Russian;” and it has ever since 
been a favorite phrase among the ad- 
mirers of the “G. O. M.” 

Very recently it was used by one of our 
pious papers in connection with the quar- 
antine subject, in comparing the advan- 
tages of the ‘‘ unspeakable ” hulk of San 
Francisco over the Turkish lazzareto, and 
hence how thankful passengers should be 
in the enjoyment of the more tender 
Christian usages; whereas the fact is, in 
this matter of quarantine, where neces- 
sary, that a comfortable lazzareto is pro- 
vided for detention where passengers are 
not treated as criminals, but provided 
with every accommodation and comfort. 
_ The truth is, the “ unspeakable Turk ” 
is just as far ahead of his Christian sur- 
roundings in true civilization, as the an- 
cient Greek was beyond the Goth. Dur- 
ing many years in the Levant, I was 
never overreached by a Turk. Cheating 
and swindling were considered exclusively 
Christian or Jewish virtues, both obeying 
the divine injunction ‘to spoil the 
Egyptians,”—“‘to spoil” being a strictly 
scriptural verb, is recognized throughout 
Christian Europe as divinely justifiable in 
its application to the “ unspeakable Turk,” 
who would be abandoned to Russia’s 
rapacity in a moment, if it were not for 
the ‘* balance of power” problem. 

During years of commercial intercourse 
in the Levant, I always received the 


kindest courtesy. Hafiz Pasha, then 
Governor of Constantinople, the exi- 
gencies of my business requiring it, pro- 
cured for me an imperial firman to pass 
the Bosphorus day or night, at any time 
when my ship was cleared at the custom 
house; and my clearance was always 
ready, even if the last bale was discharged 
at midnight, so that no detention might 
arise, but every facility be afforded for the 
successful prosecution of my infant en- 
terprise, tə wit: the conveyance of mer- 
chandize in our fleet of screw steamers 
between Mediterranean ports—these the 
first that had navigated those seas. 
Certainly European, and even Repub- 
lican officials might advantageously take a 
lesson in commercial courtesy from effete 
Turkey. The ‘unspeakable Turk” does 
not harass commerce. His simple ad 
valorem fiscal laws are readily understood; 
his officials are polite; his ports are free. 
Alexandria, Smyrna, Constantinople, Er- 
zeroum, Sinope, and Trebijonde are (or 
were) absolutely free of port charges, ex- 
cept trifling light-house dues; without 


vexations, exactions, or arrogant seizures 
for trifling or technical fiscal violations; 
no red tape bandying from one insolent 
official to another; but, on the contrary, 
every courteous facility afforded for the 
encouragement of commerce. 

The ‘unspeakable Turk” might also 
be advantageously considered in his treat- 
ment of women. Unmolested; they, with 
their children, troop through the bazars of 
their cities, or enjoy their picnics on the 
Asiatic banks of the beautiful Bosphorus, 
on the “sweet water” above Scutari, or 
on the European side towards Therapia; 
utterly safe—no hoodlum’s life would be 
worth an hour’s purchase that dared mo- 
lest them—and, although they can not 
articipate, except in a screened gallery, 
in the religious ceremonies ot the Mosques, 
neither are they expected to spend their 
time and exertions in church fairs, for the 
benefit of a priesthood who afterwards, by 
a vote of 249 to 173, expel them from 
their Conference. 

The Turk is kind to his dependents, 
and polygamy, although legal, is not uni- 
versal. Hafiz Pasha told me that he 
never had but one wife. He introduced 
his children to me, whom he appeared to 
regard with the tenderest affection. A 
welcome visitor at the palace, I had op- 
portunities of seeing much of Musselman 
life. The brother of my purser, Margos- 
fian, was the Pasha’s dragoman, who had 
instructions to furnish me with a Kavass, 
when I desired to visit the Mosques, or 
other institutions not otherwise accessible 
to the Giaour. On all sides 1 found 
courtesy; I saw no rowdyism; and cer- 
tainly a Turkish city will compare favor- 
ably under any aspect with the Christian 
cities of Europe or America. 

To be sure they do not disturb non- 
communicants and sick people with the 
clanging of the Sunday bells; although 
the Muezzin, from the minaret, may call 
the faithful to their prayer, yet their 
civilization, so far as I could observe, was 
infinitely superior to the wretched Greeks 
and Russians in their neighborhood. 
They do not persecute the inoffensive Jew 
that finds a safe asylum in their midst; 
they never burnt heretics by the thou- 
sands; how then do they deserve thc 
soubriquet bestowed by the “ G. O. M.” 
and his obsequious echoes? Simply this, 
that the ‘ unspeakable Turk ” repudiates 
the Christian three Gods with innumera- 
ble prophets, finding each one sufficient. 
“ Allah il allah.” ‘God is great; there 
is but one God, and Mahomet is his 
prophet.” Now,'as between the one super- 
stition and the other, what is there to 
vituperate about? Certainly the latter is 
the most rational, and certainly there is 
nothing to an impartial mind ‘* unspeak- 
able about it. Another thing, they donot 


attempt to shirk their fair share of taxes 
on the shoulders of the unbelievers, as 
Catholics, and all other Christian sects in 
this country do; not satisfied with de- 
manding that their church property be 
exempt from taxation, not satisfied with 
the privilege! of the public school, main- 
tained at the public expense, they now 
want the parochial and private schools 
also exempt. R 

Although the Catholic churches have 
been most rampant and aggressive in this 
regard, the Protestant sects have not been 
backward in putting .n the wedge to 
break up the beneficent Republican com- 
mon school system. Even fashionable 
ladies’ seminaries, with pious proclivities, 
are now wheeling into line; and within a 
few days a morning paper, among tts 
weekly pulpit drivel about Jonah, the 
whale, and other fabulous subjects, inter- 
larded with denunciations of Spiritualism, 
goes on to report the address delivered at 
Mills’ College, by the Rev. Prof. Stratton, 
in which, after eloquently laudating its 
founders, he demands that the institution 
be exempted from taxation, the Seminary 
quota to be saddled on to somebody else. 
The ‘unspeakable Turk” does not do 
this; in fine, then, he does not advocate 
injustice as Christians do; he is not cruel; 
he is not discourteous and insolent to his 
inferiors and dependents; he is not a 
hypocrite, and, above all, the ‘ unspeak- 
able Turk ” can not be charged with the 
ineffable meanness of benefiting by wom- 
an’s wits, ice creams, and church fairs, 
and then expelling her from the institu- 
tion that she mainly sustains, without 
whose aid it would fall to pieces, and 
without whose help the mendicant crowd 
would have to work or starve. 

Among others reported in this connec- 
tion the Rev. William H. Scudder, in his 
theme on ‘ Modern Miracles,” concluded 
by saying: ‘* Why can not invisible agents 
do as much? Scripture seems to dis- 
tinctly teach that they can and do. It 
specially warns, however, against those 
who pretend to deal with these. The 
so-called spiritual manifestations can be 
accounted for in two ways: either they 
are produced by sleight-of-hand tricks or 
are the result of evil agency!” 

In conclusion I will quote from the 
Enclyclopedia of commercial anecdotes 
on ‘* Mohammedan Mercantile Morality:” 
“In some of its phases Mohammedan 
mercantile morality exceeds in its scrupu- 
lousness that of any other people what- 
ever their religious character or creed. 
A mercantile firm in Salonica had bills to 
a large amount on the principal inhab- 
itants and merchants of the place, which, 
with their books and papers, were de- 
stroyed by fire. On the day following a 
prominent Turk, who was largely in their 
debt, went in person and told them that, 
having heard their papers were destroyed, 
he had brought a copy of his account with 
them, and fresh bills for the amount due. 
This example was followed by all the 
Turkish debtors to them; and it does not 
appear to be intimated that this course was 
one that they had ever learned from the 
Christian traders in their country.”

True spiritual resurrection is not the 
resuscitation of a corpse. It is nothing 
in any way physical. It is an illumination 
of one’s interior being, an opening of 
one’s spiritual perceptions to discern the 
spiritual state. Sorrow often helps us 
toward this end because it loosens our 
hold on outward things. Thus we can 
comprehend Job’s exclamation addressed 
to the Almighty at the end of his afflic- 
tion, ‘I have heard of Thee with the 
hearing of the ear, but now mine eye 
seeth Thee.” Those who are truly resur- 
rected, in the spiritual sense, are those 
alone who, even while they dwell on 
earth, are in conscious and continual 
communion with the spiritual realm.

‘These are a few questions that come to 
me, aad are readily answered on paper: 
But are there lives lived as proof of these 
facts? And who knows them? Where 
are they to be found? And how many 
can be found? Why is there any diffi- 
culty in living out what is so beautiful and 
simple in precept ? 

The present mode of life is so com- 
plicated—so full of money-getting and 
spending, of high pressure and living, and 
intensity of thinking even, that but little 
attention is given to the spirit side of life, 


except in our ideas, thought or expressed. |, 


Life is too artificial and superficial to 
make the most of us; we think little and 
do less. To many life is a struggle, and 
its daily duties and responsibilities greater 
than can be met with serene temper, 
while to the weak and ailing life’s cares 
and burdens whiten the locks and bow 
the heads that should be vigorous and 
strong these many years yet. 

I have met such among Spiritualists 
and wondered at it. Do they fully be- 
lieve in the divine teachings of Spiritual- 
ism? or do they merely say so without 
living them? The Christ, who was our 
greatest medium, taught the purest gospel 
of Spiritualism, and more, He lived it, 
making it possible to be done again; but 
His precepts and examples are alike neg- 
lected in these days. 

How to make Spiritualism ‘* practical” 
to our every-day life is what we all want 
to know. As I see it, it is trying to live 
above the trials of the mortal body, or to 
not recognize them; to meet trials as 
blessings designed for our good; and keep 


friends. We are repeatedly asked, in our 
classes and elsewhere, how such grief can 
be assuaged, and by a radical removal of 
the cause the effects be compelled to sub- 
alside. Our answer invariably is that the 
only salutary treatment in such cases is to 
direct the mind of the afflicted one to the 
spiritual state, to use all the moral and 
mental persuasiveness you possess to in- 
duce your patient to look away from sense 
to spirit, and if you can but get the 
thought finally off material things and on 
to spiritual reality, the outward symptoms 


a firm faith in the perfect law of our pro- 
gression onward and upward, knowing 
that failure is not possible if we look up- 
ward and for the best. “As a man 
thinketh, so is he,” and so let us strive to 
think right, to think happiness, think 
with charity and love, and we will bid fair 
to arrive at that state of being.

Short Sermon. 


For he taught them as one having authority, 
and not as the scribes. MATHEW vii., 29. 

From his birth, the identity of Jesus 
and the source of his authority have been 
shrouded in mystery. The church has 
endeavored to solve the mystery by de- 
claring him the third person in the Trinity; 
as though one could, at the same time, be 
his own father, and his own son! And 
yet, in a sense easily understood, he was 
“ the root and the offspring of David.” 

I remember that in your issue of July 
16, 1887, Brother S. K. Saxe suggested 
that “ Jesus was a medium, and Christ 
was his control.” I hardly think this po- 
sition meets the difficulty. In this sense 
each body is a medium, and the indwell- 
ing spirit is its control. x 

I notice the question of ‘‘re-incarnation” 
is being much discussed of late. Why 
not apply it to him who ‘‘ taught as one 
having authority.” By virtue of what 
commission did he exercise this authority? 
The elucidation of this question may 
prove ennobling, interesting, and the key 
to a mystery which has perplexed the 
thoughtful in all ages. 

The Vedic poet asks, ‘“‘ Who hath seen 
the first-born, when he that had no bones 
bore him that had bones?” 

This first-born must have supreme au- 
thority by virtue of being the ‘‘ first born.” 
He must, of necessity, be the head of the 
human race. Was not this thought in 
Paul’s mind when he said, ‘‘ The head of 
every man is Christ?” when he further 
declared, ‘‘ For we are his flesh, and his 
blood, and his bones?” when he still 
further declares the Christ to be ‘‘ The 
first-born of every creature?” It certainly 
follows that Mary could not have been his 
first mother. 

Caliban said to Prospero, ‘*‘ This 
island’s mine, by Sycorax my mother, and 
Iam the lord on’t.” By the same token, 
the first man on earth could say, ‘ This 
globe is mine, by the great Father of the 
universe, and I am the lord on’t. Iam 
‘the only begotten son, and heir of all 
things.’ I am ‘the Everlasting Father, 
the Prince of Peace.’ I am ‘King of 
Kings, and Lord of Lords.’ My ‘ domin- 
ion is an everlasting dominion, and all 
nations shall serve and obey me.’” It 
follows that, as descendants of this first 
man, every son is a prince, every woman 
is a daughter of the great King. This is 
certainly an ennobling thought. What is 
modern heraldry compared to this? 

The Jews said, ‘Thou makest a god 
of thyself.” Mark his reply: ‘If they 
were called gods to whom the word of 
God came, sayest thou of him whom the 
Father hath sanctified and sent, Thou 
blasphemest, because I said, I am the son 
of God?” This first man, then, is a god, 
and we are his children. This is better 
than to be kings and queens. This is not 
the supreme, creative energy that ‘‘no 
man can see and live.” It is His son, 
whom he ‘‘hath appointed heir of all 
things.” 

Moses distrusted the Jews. He felt 
that they would question his authority. 
He expressed his fears to this God. Who 
shall I say sent me to lead them 
out from this land of bondage? ‘* Tell 
them I Am sent thee.” As though he 
had said, You think me dead. I havc 
only passed on. “Iam he that liveth, 
and was dead; and behold I am alive 
forever more, and have the keys of the 
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grave and of death!” Here was the 
origin of Spiritualism. His passing into 
the spirit world did not discrown him. It 
rather enlarged than diminished his sway. 
But from henceforth he was a spiritual 
king, presiding over a spiritual kingdom. 
In due time he sent Moses. Who shall 
say that this faithful servant did not ‘ talk 
with this God face to face?” He sent 
prophets to proclaim his coming, to ‘* set 
up a kingdom in the earth,” such a king- 
dom as should ‘‘ break in pieces and con- 
sume all other kingdoms, that all nations 
should serve and obey him.” 

But I hear your caution, ‘* Vol too 
long.” Bless your heart, Mr. Editor, I 
have only begun, but if I have said enough 
to excite thought in this direction, my 
object is gained. 

Allow me to anticipate one or more 
objections. This theory implies that a 
god was created! Certainly. Turn to 
Isaiah xliii., 10, ‘* Ye are my witnesses saith 
the Lord, and understand that 
I am He; before me there was no god 
formed.” This was a formed god, not the 
Supreme Being. But Jesus is declared 
to be “the only begotten Son of God.” 
Yes, I know, and not evena god could 
have swe ‘‘ only begotten sons.” Luke, 
in tracing the genealogy of Jesus, closes 
as follows: ‘* Which was the son of Enos, 
which was the son of Seth, which was the 
son of Adam, which was the son of God.” 

Since He was the first born, the Father 
of all, the King of kings, the God of the 
whole earth, it was His right to *“ “ach as 
one having authority.” EBENEZER.

W. J. Colville, of Boston, delivered a masterly | - 


lecture last evening in the Universalist church of 
this city, to an audience of our most intellectual 
‘people. The subject of his discourse was ‘‘Spir- 
itual Science.” This lecture was the first of a 
series of six that will be delivered by this eminent

“We do not break a law; we fail to act in ac- 
cordance with one, and it breaks us.” 

“God does not punish sin; sin punishes the 
sinful.” 

‘*You put your haud into the fire, it is burned. 
‘God does not have to interpose with a special 
providence that the hand may be burned.” 

“The great law of ‘consequence’ should be 
made a study.” 

“ Virtue has its own reward, and sin its own 
punishment.” 

“We should know the law and govern our- 
selves.” 

** All happiness comes from right living,” 

“Children mingling with the vile and wicked 
in apes, Iona inoculated,” 

“Ingersoll was once asked what improveme: 
he would have made over the raat eae 
daws of nature. He answered that he would 
have health-catching rather than disease.” 

“This,” the lecturer said, ‘is the case al- 
ready.” He said, ‘‘ There is not a child in the 
world that does not desire to be good. When 
we wish to develop the activity of ti fingers we 
«call attention to them; when we wish to develop 
the power of using our feet we direct our atten- 
‘tion to the action of the foot. To develop our 
better thoughts we must call our attention to 
‘them—we must use them; we must direct them.

‘What a Gentile Saw in the City of the 
Saints, 


Eniror oF Goren Gate: 

On entering the City of the Saints one’s 
euriosity is on the tiptoe to ascertain 

what manner of people the Mormons are. 
Upon inquiry among many of the leading 
Gentiles here, including Mr. West, Gov- 
emor of Utah Territory, the inference 
is that for honesty of dealing, and chastity 
of the woman, human nature, let it be 
Mormon, Greek, Jew, or Gentile, is the 
same. 

The chief objection to Mormonism here 
sseems to be the plurality of wives. Well, 
that is a serious question. A man haying 
from six to sixteen wives has my profound 
sympathy. Were he living in some sections 
of the United States I know of, he would 
be snatched bald-headed in about twenty 
minutes. But it is not of the Mormons 
4 wish to speak, but rather of their 
works; also the works of nature to be 
Seen on a visit to Salt Lake City. 

‘The chief points of interest I visited were 
the Mormon Temple, the Tabernacle, 
Endowment House, the Bishop’s store- 
house, Brigham Young’s many residences, 
his grave, Eagle Gate, view of the great 
Salt Lake valley, the lake and the river 
Jordan, as it pursues the sinuosities of its 
course through the valley, as seen from 
Tower Hill, a commanding position near 
the outskirts of the city, also Fort Douglas, 
and many other places. 

The Temple is a massive structure, and 
would do credit to any country, or to any 
age of the world’s history. It is com- 
posed wholly of beautiful grayish white 
granite. The corner-stone of the Temple 
was laid 1853. The building is 200 feet 
long by 100 feet wide; the wallsare 100 feet 
high, and 9 feet and g inches thick. The 
tower when completed will be 200 feet 
high. The interior of the Temple is in 
an unfinished state; some fifty men are 
now at work at it. 

The Tabernacle is a most wonderful 
structure. It is 250 feet long by 150 
feet wide, and the roof spans this entire 
width without posts, trestle work, collar 
beams or girders to support it. It has a 
Seating capacity of 10,000. Its acoustics 
are most wonderful. Our party of six 
were directed by the janitor to go to a point 
of the gallery some two hundred feet dis- 
tant from him; he then whispered to us; he 
took an ordinary pin and dropped it in 
his hat; he then rubbed his hand over a

Talmage on Spiritualism.

Carlyle said ““ there were seventy mill- 
ion of people in Britain, mostly fools.” 
There are fifty-five million in the United 
States—mostly fools also. And this is an 
answer to that familiar question we so 
often hear from sensible and thoughtful 
people—* How do you account for Tal- 
mage’s popularity ?” 

Talmage is a brilliant man on his own 
plane of life; and this plane is with that 
vast majority just emerging from the un- 
derworld of animalhood and irrational- 
ity into human beings, and whom Carlyle 
speaks of as so many millions of fools. 

I mean no disrespect to the fools; God 
bless them. I used to be one of them 
myself, and if I had remained in their 
time-honored ranks, I should have been 
a leader of them even as Talmage now is; 
but I could not stand the smell of their 
brimstone religion, and so went up above 
its smoke, and out from them and their in- 
fantile superstitions. 

Talmage has just written a sermon on 
“ Spiritualism,” which, in accordance 
with the demand of the 70,000,000 across 
the water and the 55,000,000 on this side 
—minus a few thousand humane thinkers 
—is a kid glove fit for them. 

He does not -deny the facts of Spirit- 
ualism; they are too apparent to the 
masses; it would not be policy to deny 
them. In those directions, however, 
where he considers his hearers ignorant of 
the facts, he lets his imagination out in a 
reckless freedom from the hampering in- 
fluence of „truth that would make the 
average newspaper reporter or book agent 
green with envy. He says the insane 
asylums are filled with Spiritualists. This 
assertion is either a wild guess or a willful 
misstatement. It is a fact resting on 
statistical proof that the asylums are 
mainly filled up out of the rank and file 
of his devotees and dupes, (his and others 
of his caliber). 

The hideous doctrine of eternal punish- 
ment; the desperate attempt of an igno- 
rant people to worship a God whose mur- 
derous and vindictive attributes would 
shame a Cannibal Islander; the struggle 
of the beautiful natural mind to throw off 
these horrible beliefs which yet held it; 

+ + > this it was that filled our land 
with asylums for the insane, and then 
filled the asylums to overflowing. * * + 

And yet I have no quarrel with such 
menas,Talmage. They are simply bubbles 
thrown up out of that huge cauldron of 
negations, that integral pot of mush—the 
unindividualized seventy million and fifty- 
five million of whom Carlyle speaks with 
such caustic and cruel truth. 

As a standing monument of the re- 
ligious barbarism of the age—now happily 
giving way to the larger humanitarianism 
of broader thinkers—it will be necessary 
to tolerate the frothings of these uncaged 
but harmless lunatics a few decades longer. 
They are, however, rapidly passing into 
the domain of the ‘‘ have beens,” to 
emerge no more forever.

QUESTION— Mrs. Harris :—Will, you briefly 
answer the following questions this afternoon, 
(Sunday), and take them into ‘*Our Question 
Department” of the GOLDEN GATE ? By so do- 
le: rst, What is 


a medium; am I to be accursed for this ? 


The first question, ‘‘ What is meant by 
anti-Christ?” may be answered from two 
different points of view, namely, the one 
who deals principally with the simple per- 
sonality of the man Jesus, believing in the 
immaculate conception, depending on the 
vicarious atonement for his final redemp- 
tion, and trusting in church dogmas rather 
than principles, would look upon any one 
who did not accept these views as anti- 
Christ. I should not be consistent with 
my convictions if I were to answer the 
question in this way. 

I look upon Jesus of Nazareth as a man 
born after the manner of other men, hav- 
ing no more Divinity in the real being | * 
than any other person, but expressing 
more because of spiritual evolution. He 
was not born the Christ, but became one. 
To me Heis Master, but not God, only so 
far as He is God-like. The same is true 
of every other man according to his meas- 
ure. IfI differ from Him in my real be- 
ing, how can I hope to become like Him? 
And He has promised this to all those 
who live the life. Even though this man 
Jesus be a myth, as some declare, still 
around the name there has clustered and 
crystallized the Christ-principles, the fath- 
erhood of God and brotherhood of man, 
charity (love) for all; the Golden Rule, to 
“ do unto others as ye would that others 
should do unto you.” 

These I look upon as Christ-principles, 
and just so far as we live these principles, 
we are one with Christ; by just so far as 
we fail to live the Christ-principles, we are 
anti-Christ, no matter what we may de- 
clare of the personality of Jesus. ‘‘ By 
their fruits ye shall know them, and those 
who are not against us are for us,” was 
spoken by the Master. The worship of 
men, of churches, of creeds and of shrines, 
instead of recogonition of principles, is 
what stands in the way of human progress. 
A dead Jesus will not save man, but the 
ever living Christ-principles are sufficient 
thereunto. 

Second question, ‘*What is good and 
evil?” Good and evil are relative terms. 
We may say darkness is the absence of 
light, but evil means more than the ab- 
sence of good, for both have partial 
sway, but while good is eternal, evil is 
transitory. In man, God, the All-Good, 
has come into self limitation. Man has 
free will, but is not all-knowing, conse- 
quently, until he has wisdom to choose 
wisely, he may bring suffering upon him- 
self and others. Thus, because of free 
will and limitation, has come that which 
we name evil into the world. “Human 
happiness is founded on wisdom and vir- 
tue; wisdom to discern truth from error,” 

Third question, ‘* What is diabolism ?” 
When we personify evil we have a devil, 
and the work of such a personality would 
be Diabolism. ‘* By their fruits ye shall 
know them.” A devil (evil) that, is pass- 
ing as an angel of light, will cease to be 
evil as soon as he does the good. Good 
is the real, the eternal, and overcomes 
evil. 

Fourth question, “I was born a me- 
dium; am I accursed because of this? ” 
No, decidedly not. The born medium 
is a born adept. If he gets and holds 
control, instead of being controlled, he 
may contact spheres of thought, become 
inspired, and consciously illumined. 1 
am under the impression that a natural 
medium is one who attained to some con- 
scious spiritual power in his or her last 
embodiment, and that there is no reason 
why great good should not come of it 
if wisely directed; but all abuse of spirit- 
ual power brings sure defeat in the end. 
The crying need of the day is some 
definite protection for sensitives, If there 
are really over thirty thousand Spiritua - 
ists in San Francisco, one would think a 
thrill of shame would pass through them, 
individually and collectively, at the con- 
dition of things. ** Developing circles” 
everywhere, spiritual seances, materializ- 
ing groups, Sunday meetings, and camp- 
meetings, without one word for the pro- 
tection of the mediums who are being 
victimized to pander toa vitiated taste, 
or idle curiosity. A medium should be 
kept honest, by being protected against 
dishonest people. 

In these matters, each one is his 
“ brother’s keeper.” Surely we need not 
wonder that people outside our numbers 
take up the war-cry, so long as Spiritu- 
alists, both rank and file, are on the war 
path. Just think of it, thirty thousand 
people standing idly and joining in the 
whoop! 

No, my friend, you are not and never 
can be * accursed” because you are a 
medium, but you do and will suffer just so 
far as you do not become positive to the 
not good. You need have no fear of the 
good. That you may have power to re- 
sist evil, and ever be receptive to the 
truth, is the wish of many. I but voice 
their united thought.
